I am writing this letter to 
appeal to the humanitarian 
feelings of all people who 
may read this publication. 
The cause which should 
unite all Americans is the 
inhuman plight of our 
servicemen held prisoner by 
the enemy in North 
Vietnam. This cause has 
nothing to do with the 
merits of war, but rather 
seeks justice under 
international law for these 
helpless men and their 
families. 

There are over 1600 
United States servicemen 
classified as prisoners of war 
or missing in action in 
Vietnam, and yet North 
Vietnam claims to hold only 
335 P.O.W.s. According to 
the Geneva Convention, 
which they signed, the 
North Vietnamese must 
publish a list of all 
prisoners, release the sick 
and wounded, and allow a 
regular flow of mail, food,* 
and comfort items to the

(Minimum postage is 25 
cents, no zip code is 
necessary.) Letters may also 
be written to your 
congressmen, the Secretary 
of Defense, and the 
President of the United 
States. 

I hope that all who read 
this letter will feel 
compassion for these men 
and their families and will 
write a letter expressing this 


feeling. This cause is truly 
the greatest humanitarian 
movement of this decade 
and should not be 
overlooked by any 
American citizen!
